The  2003  season  painted  a  dark  picture  for  our  Scarlet  Hawks,  who 
finished  0-11,  graduated  the  majority  of  experienced  players  and  had  fans 
wondering  what  the  future  would  bring. 

Coach  John  Dagnese  vowed  that  work  ethic,  commitment  and  dedica¬ 
tion  would  change  the  picture.  He  challenged  his  players  and  coaches  to 
share  in  the  responsibility  of  bringing  the  program  back  to  respectability. 

It  would  start  with  the  2004  campaign  which  had  more  underclassmen 
in  the  starting  lineup  than  ever  before.  The  young  players  would  have 
to  step  up  and  step  up  they  did.  The  addition  of  veteran  defensive  coach 
Tom  “Waxy”  Cullen  to  the  staff  would  give  much  needed  assistance  to 
coaches  Dagnese  and  Zacchilli  in  mentoring  new  varsity  coaches  P.J.  Boc- 
cia  and  Paul  Agnese.  Finishing  the  season  4-7  was  especially  significant, 
as  the  team  played  a  Division  I  powerhouse  schedule.  Two  of  the  teamfe 
losses  were  to  Division  I  champions,  St.  Johnk,  who  needed  overtime  to 
defeat  our  young  Hawks.  Wachusett  Regional,  who  dwarfed  us  in  size, 
defeated  us  on  the  last  play  of  the  game  when  they  stopped  us  on  a  goal 
line  stand. 

The  2004  team  turned  a  lot  of  heads.  Most  notably,  however,  is  that  this 
team  received  the  MIAA&  most  coveted  prize,  the  state  level  Sportsman¬ 
ship  Award  for  football. 

In  2005,  with  a  new  schedule  created  by  a  Central  Mass.  Football 
realignment,  our  junior  dominated  team  was  ready  to  make  a  statement. 

A  season  to  remember  would  have  our  Hawks  win  7  games,  capture  the 
Division  I  A  crown  and  return  to  the  Super  Bowl  for  the  first  time  in  nine 
years. 

Victories  over  Bellingham,  Algonquin,  Marlboro,  Doherty,  Shrewsbury 
and  St.  Peterfe  were  all  convincing.  The  big  win  of  the  season,  however, 
a  triple  overtime  victory  at  home  against  Westboro,  was  the  game  which 
forged  our  teamfe  identity  as  a  unit  that  was  hungry,  determined  and  re¬ 
lentless  in  their  pursuit  of  a  championship. 

Although  we  lost  to  South  Hadley  in  the  Super  Bowl,  our  boys  and 
coaches  have  resolved  that  “we  will  be  back  next  year”!  Some  of  the  re¬ 
maining  nay  sayers  will  claim  that  a  “soft”.  Division  I  A  schedule  was  the 
reason  for  our  football  resurgence.  The  facts  tell  us  a  different  story.  In 
crossover  games  between  Division  I  and  I  A  teams,  Division  I  A  teams  had 
an  equal  share  of  victories  in  2005.
